The  discovery  specimen  appears  to  have  been  Newcomer’s, 
referred  to  in  Adams  as  in  the  Clapp  collection;  this  was  VF  and  cost  Newcomer  $100, 
which  was  several  times  the  then  (1926)  going  price  for  1 795’s  in  that  grade.  It  is 
pictured  in  Adams.”

Convention  at  $225,000.00.  The  much  rarer  $10  in  gold  (2  known)  does  not  have 
any  modern  record  that  we  could  find.  In  checking  with  other  dealers  who  have 
handled  patterns,  the  following  comments  were  received:  “Certainly  worth  over 
$5,000.”  “If  I had  it  in  stock,  I feel  1 could  sell  it  for  $10,000.”  “Somewhere 
around  $7,000  to  $10,000.”  “Love  to  buy  it  at  $5,000.”  “Don’t  really  know; 
maybe  $5,000,  maybe  $10,000,  who  knows  - maybe  more.”
